Waite, it was said, was one of he 
survivors of the fatal Cherry, III.; 
mine explosion, which occurred in 
1909. 
At that time W aite was en­ 
tombed near the bottom of the sh-t t 
for eight days 
without 
food 
or 
whaler. 
The cause of the explosion could 
not be determined, it w^as stated by 
officials of the mine, but it was be­ 
lieved by survivors 
to 
have 
been 
caused by gas, probably black damp. 
About 1,100 men were in the mine at 
the time of the explosion, but only a 
small number of these are said to 
have been w’orking in the immediate 
vicinity of the explosion area. 
The two dead and all the 13 injur­ 
ed w*ere picked up close to the place 
where the blast occurred, it w*as re­ 
ported by the rescue teams. 
This 
was on a level about 500 feet from 
the surface and approximately one 
mile from the main entrance. 
Thus 
the main shaft remained open for the 
escaping miners.

a crowd of people cam e up and 
started to ask him for the usial 
favor.

For he knew that the high prisets 
J had handed him over to him out of 
envy. 
But the high priests stirred 
up the crowd to get him to set 
Barabbas free for them instead. And 
j Pilate again said to them,

They shouted back, 
“Crucify him !” 
And Pilate said to them,

have you forsaken me?” 
Some of the bystanders, when they 
heard it, said, 
“See! He is calling for E lijah!” 
One man ran off and soaked a 
sponge in common wine, and put it 
on the end of a stick and held it up 
to him to drink, saying, 
‘ Let us see w hether Elijah does 
come to take him dow n!” 
But Jesus gave a loud cry and ex­ 
pired. 
And the curtain of the banc- 
tuary was torn in two, from top to 
bottom. 
And when the captain who 
stood facing him saw how he expired 
he said, 
"This man was certainly a son of 
God!” 
There were

watching from a distance,

“Long live the king of the Jew s!” 
And they struck him on the head 
with a stick and spat at him, and 
they kuelt down and did homage to 
him. 
W hen they had finished mak­ 
ing sport of him, they took off the 
purple cloak and put his own clothes 
on him. 
Then they took him out of the 
city to crucify him. 
And they forc­ 
ed a passer-by, who was coming in

Then 
they crucified him. and divided up 
his clothes, drawing lots for them 
to see what each of them should 
have.

him in the sheet, and laid him in a 
tomb that had been hewn oat of the 
rock, and rolled a stone against the 
doorway of the tomb. 
And Mary of 
Magdala and Mary, Joses’ mother, 
were looking on and saw where he 
was put. 
When the Sabbath was over, Mary 
of Magdala, Mary, Jam es’s mother, 
and Salome bought spices, in order 
to go and anoint him. 
Then very 
early on the first day of the week 
they went to the tomb, when the sun 
had just risen. 
And they said to 
one another, 
“Who will roll the stone back from 
the doorway of the tomb for us?” 
And they looked up and saw that 
th e ^ to n e had been rolled back, for it 
was very large. And when they went 
into the tomb they saw a young man 
when they crucified him. And tho in a white robe sittlng at the right,

read. "The King of the Jew s.” They 
crucified two robbers 
along 
with 
, him, one at his right and one at 
his left. 
And the passers-by jerred 
i at him, shaking their 
heads 
and 
saying, 
“Aha! you who would tear down 
i the sanctuary and build one in three 
days! 
Come down from the cross 
and save yourself!" 
The high priests too made sport 
of him to one another with the 
scribes and said, 
“He saved others, but he cannot 


and they were utterly amazed. 
You 
are looking for Jesus of N azareth 
who was crucified. He has risen, he 
is not here. 
See! 
This is where 
they laid him. But go and say to hi3 
disciples and to Peter, ‘He is going 
before you to Galilee; you will see 
him there, just as he told you.’ ” 
And they fled out of the tomb, for 
they were a1! trembling and bewild­ 
ered, and they said nothing about It 
to anyone, for they were afraid to do 
so.

ABSTINENCE FROM 
PARTISANSHIP URGED 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, N or. 26.—Consid­ 
erations of “mere 
temporary 
par­ 
tisan advantage,” will not tem pt the 
democratic membersjof the congress 
“to flay cheap politics, at the ex­ 
pense of the people as did the re­ 
publicans during 1919 and 
1920,” 
Representative Garrett, of Jenessee, 
declared in a statem ent urging ab­ 
stinence from partisansip in dealing 
with the problem of taxation. 
Mr. Garrett, who is expected to be 
reelected democratic leader in the 
house, expcets only the present in- 
iqiiitous high tariff,” in his appeal 
for nonpartisan consideration of the 
question of revenue and finance.” 
His statement, issued after a con­ 
ference with Representatives Cor­ 
dell Hull, of Tenessee, chairman of 
the democratic national committee, 
emphasizes with refernce to Secre­ 
tary Mellon’s proposals for tax re­ 
ductions 
that 
“everybody,

where” favors reducing the normal 
taxes.

KITCHEN 
CUPBOARD

CANDY FOR EVERYBODY 


T X F HO doesnt enjoy a nice piece 
v V of home-made candy? 
Sea Foam.—Take two cupfuls of 
sugar, three-fourths of a cupful of 
corn sirup, one-fourth of a cupful 
of bolling water, two egg whites, 
one-half cupful of chopped nuts and 
one-half 
teaspoonful 
of 
vanilla. 
Cook until the mixture makes a 
hard ball in water or hairs from a 
form, add one-half cupful of nuts 
and the vanilla and pour over the 
stiffly beaten whites of two eggs. 
Beat until nearly firm, then drop 
by spoonfuls on a buttered baking 
sheet. 
Molasses Candy.—Take three cup­ 
fuls of sugar, two cupfuls of mo­ 
lasses, one cupful of butter and 
flavor to taste. Boil all the ingredi­ 
ents except the flavoring until it 
makes a hard ball in water. 
Pour 
into a greased platter and when 
cool enough pull. 
The flavoring is 
added just as it is poured out. Some 
like a peppermint flavored candy; 
any kind may be used to suit the 
taste. 
Peanut Butter Fudge.—Place two 
cupfuls of sugar, two-thirds of a 
cupful of milk in a saucepan and 
stir until the sugar Is dissolved. 
Let it boll vigorously, stirring a 
little until the mixture forms a soft 
ball in cold water. 
Remove from 
the fire and add four tablespoon­ 
fuls of peanut butter. 
Stir until 
the butter is melted, then beat until 
creamy. 
Add one teaspoonful of 
vanilla and one-third of a cupful of 
sultana raisins. 
Turn Into greased 
pans and cut into squares when 
I cool. 
After-Dinner Mints.—Take three 
cupfuls of granulated sugar, onc- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar, one-half cupful of boil­ 
ing water, one-half tablespoonful 
of vinegar. Boil until it becomes 
brittle fn water. Pour out on a but­ 
tered platter. 
Pull, adding two 
drops of the oil of peppermint. Put 
Into a tight glass jar after pulling 
and cutting into small pieces. Let 
stand ten days and it will be 
creamy and delicious.

i3 little waste or extravagance. 
He 
knows howr the company treats its 
employes and 
some of its 
policies 
trickles down from the main office. 
He doesn’t know absolutely that this 
big business is profitable. Ho is not 
competent to judge that; few men

The Necessity For Adequate 
Transportation Rates! 


L 
OWER freight rates are being demanded of the railroad companies from every 
quarter of the country and the lower rates are sought on every kind of com­ 
modity. The demands are made with the assertions that the lower rates are needed 
in order to help one class or another to a more prosperous condition. 


Were it possible to grant reduced freight rates without injury^ to the railroads, 
there would be some justification for the demands. 
However, it is not possible. 
Reduced rates would seriously cripple the railroads, many of which, even now', 
with the greatest volume of traffic in history, are failing to carn a fair return on 
their fair valuations. And rates that will cripple or bankrupt the railroa s 
will not help the rest of the country. 


We had an example of special rate reductions when, in 1921, the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission ordered especially drastic cuts in the rates on grain, grain 
products and hay, and other farm products. And, subsequently, effective 
July I, 1922, the carriers were required to concede general reductions in 
the rates on all commodities. 
Those reductions, it was hoped, would be OI 
benefit to farmers. 
The result was not what was hoped for. 
We are told that 
farmers are in worse condition than they were prior to the reductions. And still, 
in view of these feacts, there are some persons who profess to believe that another 
freight reduction will solve the problem. 


Those reductions have been the cause of many of the Middle Western 
railroads failing to earn any net profits in the last two years. 
Further 
reductions can only result in one of two things. 
Either the railroads must absorb 
even greater deficits or they would be compelled to curtail the service now being 
eiven 
The nation as a whole suffers when the railroads suffer. 
A nd most cer­ 
tainly the country will suffer if the character of transportation service is permitted 
or forced to deteriorate. 


What farmers need is not lower freight rates but higher prices for what they pro­ 
duce and scil. 
The farmer must have a market that will provide a price that 
represents cost of production plus a fair profit. 


Railroads must have the same thing. 


Railroads are not asking for subsidies. 
What the railroads want is w o ^ r t u n i ^ 
to work out their salvation without being handicapped with additional restrictions 
and regulations arbitrarily placed upon them by legislative action. Given a fa|r 
opportunity, with adequate rates, the railroads can be depended upon to do their 
part. Their recent records offer sufficient proof of this.

WOULD DROP HABIT 
OF BREAD SAVING 


By tha Associated Tress. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 
26.—Need­ 
less continuation 
of bread 
saving 
habits formed in war time, depart­ 
ment of agriculture officials declared 
'In a statement issued today, is lim­ 
iting American 'wheat consumption 
to the 
disadvanages 
of both pro­ 
ducer and consumer. 
A return to 
pre-war food habits in the use of 
wheat by the public and the feeding 
of low grade wheat to live stock, de­ 
partment experts assert, -would help 
greatly toward 
solving 
the wheat 
problem. 
The wide disparity between the 
cost of bread to the consumer and 
the price received by the producer 
for the w’heat from which it is made, 
is cited by the department as a typi­ 
cal illustration of the disproportion­ 
ate 
relationship 
which 
exists be­ 
tween the price of farm products and 
the price of things that have gone 
through a manufacturing process. 
“The price of bread in cities has 
Bot fallen with the price of wheat 
and flour,” says the statement. 
“A 
pound loaf of bread which in Min­ 
neapolis in 1913-14 cost 5.3 cents, now 
costs approximately 9 cents, while 
flour which in 1913-14 cost $4.43 a 
barrel, now costs 6.89. Allowing 280 
loaves to the barrel, the margin be­ 
tween the flour price and the bread 
fcrice, has increased from $10.40 to 
18.30. 
“It is obvious that such conditions, 
how’ever caused, work to the disad­ 
vantage of both producers and con­ 
sumers. 
Producers are injured by 
the restrictions which is caused in 
the demand, and consumers are in­ 
jured by high prices which enforce 
an uneconomic limitation iii the use 
of an essential food. All interests in 
the country including those of the 
bakers and millers -would be bene­ 
fitted by the resoration of a more 
normal ratio between the price of 
wheat, when it leaves the farmer’s 
hands, and its price to the final con­ 
sumer.”

Their view's were sought by 
the commission as supplemental to 
the cost data and other information 
to be obtained by its field experts as 
a basis for recommendations to be 
made to President Coolidge on the 
appeal of the wheat council of the 
United States for an increase of 50 
per cent in the present wheat duty 
of thirty cents a bushel. 
Plans for the latter phase of the 
inquiry', for which the commission al- 
leady has laid the ground work, will 
be considered further at a conference 
of its staff of experts at St. Paul 
December 3. 
Vice 
Chairman 
Cul­ 
bertson, who, it was stated, will di­ 
rect the task of gathering data on 
production and manufacturing costs 
from growers and millers, will at­ 
tend the conference. The actual field 
work will be undertaken immediate1:*’ 
on the formulation of definite plans 
there. 
Means of obtaining production and 
marketing costs on Canadian wheat, 
which forms the chief competition 
in the domestic market also is ex­ 
pected to be considered at the St. 
Paul conference. Although there has 
been no Indication that members of 
the commission expect to encounter 
difficulties tn this connection, 
the 
feeling prevails in some quarters 
that Canadian officials may not wel­ 
come a general inquiry into the sub­ 
ject in that country.

j though few of the rising generation 
have ever seen an ox team, the use 
of oxen for farm work in Missouri ii 
not entirely an obsolete practice, at 
least not in the 
county 
of Boone, 
, which is, withal, one of the most pro- 
i gressive counties, agriculturally in 
the state. About a mile west of this 
picturesque, 
little 
inland 
village, 
there lives a man who farms a 200- 
acre farm wholly with ox power. 
The man is Sam A. Nichols, a bach­ 
elor farmer of some fifty-five years 
who lives on the farm where he was 
bom and where his father settled 
nearly a century ago. 
Mr. Nichols 
ascribes his preference for bovine 
power, rather than horse or tractor 
. power, to the fact that steers require 
less careful 
attention 
and feeding 
1 than horses and are much cheaper in 
| every way than either horses or trac­ 
tors and are more serviceable in the 
timber. 
Nichols keeps two yokes of enor­ 
mous steers in use the year around. 
He selects the animals from his own 
herd of big-boned shorthorn cattle 
and begins breaking them as soon as 
they are weaned. The best steers are 
used until they are about ten years 
old, when they are disposed of on 
the St. Louis market. Few of these 
beasts weigh less than a ton and 
one which was shipped last winter 
tipped the beam at 2,500 pounds. 
Mr. Nichols trains his cattle to do 
all kinds of farm work. They puu the 
mower, check row corn planter, bin­ 
der, wagon, cultivator and all other 
farm implements ordinarily pulled by 
teams or tractors, and are controlled 
only by a small rope on the horns of 
the “lead” steer, together with loud 
expostulations from the driver, ac­ 
cording to Nichols* story. Not only 
does Mr. Nichols train his oxen in 
useful duties, but he also trains them 
to perform many little tricks that are 
unbelieveably clever for an ox. They 
mulch “nubbins” from their owner’s 
pockets with their 
tongues, 
carry 
him about* the farm 
on their ele­ 
phantine heads and one big bovine, 
with unusually long, curving horns, 
carries two four-gallon 
buckets of 
water, one on each horn, from the 
spring to the house, a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, without spilling a 
drop. 
Mr. Nichols is no less interesting 
than his beasts of burden. 
Though 
a comparatively obscure farmer, he 
is a scholar 
and 
a debater of no 
mean ability. 
He is said by those 
who know' him to be able to define 
correctly every word in the diction­ 
ary rid to have a knowledge of his­ 
tory and literature that is equalled 
by 
few 
college 
professors. 
His 
knowledge of the scientific world is 
marvelous, it is said, and he is versed 
in the law- to the extent that he ap­ 
pears as counsel for the defense on 
practically all justice court trials and 
law suits in this locality.
